writer, 1 will endeavor to describe tlio 

manner in whioh india-rubber is pro- 
cured in thiil, con n try, . as india-ruhher 
forms Ihe staple product of the district, 
where I was located. 

d'h" n, i lives arc in ;t very rude, un- 
oivilised conditions They have no 
currency, and do all business by barter- 
ing the native products for niannfae- 
tured Stuff*. Their Wealth consists 

ohiefly in the number of slaves they 



possess, who fish, limit, and keep 
their plantations in good order. 

When rubber has t<> lie collected, from 

in I four to ten slaves get their Mint imix- 



kcts in ordor, each carrying in addi- 
tion a long sword-shaped knife, called 
a inaoli6to, a number of calabashes, or 
jars, to collect, the juice of the rubber 
vino, and a little food that, has been 
cured in smoke, a \ v can find 
plenty of sustenance in "'the bush," 
or wild country, without carrying it 
about with them from place to place. 

The vines are in some cases near to 
(he towns, hut generally the natives 
have to go several days' journey into 
the hush before they can sit down and 
commence business. The vino itself 
is of a rough, knotty nature, about as 
thick as a mans arm, and grows to a 
length of fully two hundred feet. 
Its leaves are glossy, liko those of the 
South American rubber tree, and a 
large fruit, much liked by the natives, 
is gathered from it. 1 have tasted it 
and found it very palatable, being 
slightly iieid. This vino (what its 
scientific name is I don't know) yields 
several grades of rubber, each of dif- 
ferent, commercial value, the best 
quality being taken from the highest 
part, and the poorest from the bottom. 

With their knives, oi nmchotes, the 
natives slash the vincin several places, 
and put- broad leaves directly under- 
neath tbo wounds for the juice to 
drop on, and, being of a strong, adhes- 
ive nature, none of this becomes lost. 
When tho top part of the vine is bled 
calabashes are placed with their open- 
ings to the wounds, so that none of it 
may drop on the branches of the tree 
and so get lost ; but it is not often 
they trouble themselves climbing, un- 
less the vines happen to bo scarce in 
the vicinity. The entire day they A^ 
vole to cutting ; next day they gather 
wh.it was cut the day previous, and so 
on. Bach evening, after collecting, 
they put all tho juice they have into 
several iron pots or earthen vessels of 

native manufacture and boil it ; at the 

same time they can greatly improve 
the lowest quality by adding a little 
salt ; and the more they bo\i the juice, 
the hotter it becomes. When suffi- 
ciently boiled, the water is poured off 
and the juice is allowed tooool, when 
it is fashioned, according to tho 
orade-ball, flake, mixed or tongue 
— and is ready for the market. In 
this way about twenty or thirty 
pounds a day are generally collected. 
it is then taken to the factory, and 
there exchanged for guns, cloth, rum, 
etc. When it is received at the fac- 
tory, it is carefully marked, classed, 
weighed and pot into casks for ship- 
ment. It conlaiii8 so much water 
that twenty per cent is deducted from 
the weight of each cask, as that is 
about the amount of sprinklage on 
the voyage. This is however, a loss 
to the native, as it is deducted when 
selling.

The Herat Valley. 



The Herat valley must now be much 

less populous than when a Persian 

army 01 100,000 men lived and sub- 
sisted in it for nearly two years. The 
population of the city is not more 
than 15,000, Although the valley of 
Herat is Fertilised by numerous 
streams from the Ileri Rood, and its 
rich black soil has abundant fertility, 

it has few indications of prosperous 

vitality: it had as we looked on it an 
aspect of desolation, of decay. If the 

disintegration of the city walls has not 

seriously advanced, it can nol be said 
that they arc perfect, or that the de- 

feusts.are complete. On tho villages 

a lifeless blank appears to have fallen ; 

the less attention paid to their defenses 
may be due to peace, to the sen 
security that lias arisen, but the 
energies that were engaged and strain- 
ed ill the preservation of existence do 
not now appear to be directed to any 

peaceful production, in manj 
spects the position of the oity of Herat 
is disappointing. The city is not 

strong for defense, alt ho' a nind- walled 
city of mud houses may offer more 
resistance than more Formidable look- 
ing stone defenses. There are in the 
valley many positions from which to 
strike the city, and the Afghans ap 
peat to be sensible of this. I have no 
clou b I that the government of Ah- 
durrahatn, which has done so much to 
rhanistan, has 
not overlooked and will not neglect 
the defenses of Herat : still, it town 
girdled by villages can not bo con- 
sidered strong.
